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FOREWORD 



It is our hope that this listing will . prove useful to those persons 
interested in working in programs for preschool handicapped children. 

Its major purpose is tc provide the Training Facilitator of an Exemplary 
Early Childhood Center with a handy resource for aiding staff in finding 
information which may bear on problems of interest to them. 

The bibliography is organized in three main sections: a) Early 

Childhood Education and Related Topics, b) Early Childhood Education 
and Handicapped Children, and c) Child Development. Each major category 
is subdivided into areas which will hopefully permit the user to find 
the information he desires. There has been an effort to cross-reference 
items when they are pertinent to two areas. For example the entry:
